NOTIFICATION 

New Delhi, the 13th September. 2000 

G.S.R. 716(E). —Whereas certain draft rules further to amend the Prevention of Food Adulteration Rules, 
1955 were published as required by Sub-section (1) of Section 23 of the Prevention of Food Adulteration Act. 1954 (37 
of 1954), with the notification of Government of India in the Ministry of Health and Family Welfare (Department of 
Health), number G.S.R. 418(E). dated the 10 th May, 2000 in the Gazette of India. Extraordinary. Part H. Section 3. Sub¬ 
section (i), dated the 10th May, 2000 inviting objections and suggestions from the persons likely to be affected thereby 
before the expiry of forty-five days from the date on which copies of the Gazette of India in which the said notification 
was published, were made available to the public; 

And whereas the copies of the said Gazette of India were made available to lire public on 11th May, 2000; 

And whereas the objections and suggestions received from the public on the said draft rules have been considered 
by the Central Government; 

Now. therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by Section 23 of the Prevention of Food Adulteration Act, 
1954 (37 of 1954), the Central Government, after consultation with the Central Committee for Food Standards, hereby 
makes the following rules further to amend the Prevention of Food Adulteration Rules, 1955. namely :■— 

RULES 


1 (1) These rules may be called the Prevention of Food Adulteration (5th Amendment) Rules, 2000. 

(2) They shall come into force on and from the 30th day of September. 2000. 

2. In the Prevention of Food Adulteration Rules, 1955,— 

(i) in rule 42— 


(a) for sub-rule (V). the following sub-rule shall be substituted, namely :— 

“(V) Every container or package of edible common salt or iodised salt or iron fortified common salt 
containing permitted anti-caking agents shall bear the following label, namely :— 

^EDIBLE COMMON SALT OR IODISED SALT OR IRON FORTIFIED^ 

COMMON SALT* 

CONTAINS PERMUTED ANTI-CAKING AGENT 
\. *Strike out whichever is not applicable 

(b) in sub-rule (ZZZ), clause (11) shall be omitted; 


(ii) rule 44H shall be omitted: 

(iii) in rule 49. in sub-rule (10), for the words. “Table iodised salt or table iron fortified common salt ", the 
words “Edible Common salt or iodised salt or iron fortified common salt" shall be substituted
